LL ‘previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Colutpbia, having reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser'River, are heréby rescinded. 

The following difections are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons |carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 

nd the following alterations and additions made. The 
LighteShip now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, teing substituted for No, 1 Beacon: 

The Beacons‘are formed with clusters of piles, each 





| Beacon! having.a distinguishing feature at the top of 
| the piles, and Heing| numbered consecutively from 2 to 


10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head, 

. No. 2. Beacon, Norrn Sano Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, ja cable from the buoy in a N. W. direc- 
tion, showing frou} a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated’ on 4 pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 

A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, isa loaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms) like the hull of a small vessel, A 
pole 20'feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel) is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built dpon it in the course of a few months, 
of. which due notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacby, Norru Sann—lIn 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and White horizontal stripes both on-the 
pole and ‘beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. , 

No. 4. Beacon, Nortu Sanp—1 cable distant ina 8. 
W. direction from) black top buoy, is distinguished by 


a black triangle elevated on « white pole 16 feet above | 


the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are white-wasbed.} 

No. 5. Beacox, Nortn Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy|(placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by. the red cask on a white pole 
above the pilés, the tops of which are algo white. 

No.6. Beacos,;Noxrta Saxp—1 cable distant from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at low water., On the top of the pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is-on the lower part ot the pole. 
This beacon fornis o conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. , 

No. 7. Bekcox, Sours Sanp-—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
cross elevated on/a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8.Bracox,| Sours Saxp—A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in } foot at low water. |“ This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross on & pole. as. above de- 
scribed in No. 7.) As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as. marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to a3 the x Beacons. “This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be fegatded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacens will be found invaluable, 
as by takipy care to ” port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, 80 a3 to Cross when in™ 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all. ovher parts 
of the Channel mach deeper water will be found. Af- 
ier the red: top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, ‘then steer in direction for the white 
buoys, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. ; 

No. 9. Buacos, Soutn Saxp—On the edge of the 
bank, placdd in 1 foot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by a black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the. piles 
are also black. | 

No. 10. Bracos—Is a land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a Jarge White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white- washed. 

All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close on the “port” hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white huoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Enteriig the River on the starboard hand. 

" By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary” 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

' TONNAGE DUES. 


In the dispatch from Governor Donglas to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, enclosing the 
proclamation imposing a charge of 12s. per ton 
on all goods transported or taken from New 
Westminster to any place in British Columbia, 
the following passage occurs :—_ 


‘‘ This is simply a revenue Act, intended to rajse a} 
fund to be applied to the opening and improvement of | 


the navigation in the Fraser and Harrison Rivers, and 
especially to the remoyal of an extensive shoal in’ the 
latter, which renders it impassable by the river steam 
vessels for a great part of the year.”’ 


In the preamble to the proclamation we ‘find 


the following :— 
* «(And whereas it 1s expedient to raise further revenue 


for the purpose of opening end improving the commu--| 


nications, navigation and goads in British Colum- 
bia, &c.” 4 

Will it be believed that this tax has been col- 
lected since the lst day of January, 1860, to the 
present moment, amounting, in the aggregate, 
to probably half a million dolidrsa, and that the 
navigation of the Fraser and Harrison Rivers 
remains precisely in the condition in which it was 


when these’ rivers were handed over tous by the’ 


aboriginal ‘lords of the soil ?” Is it honest or 
‘just to perpetuate a tax levied in guile and con- 
tinued in frand? We have always viewed the 
“collection of tonnage dues as a fraud pon. the 
public—an obtaining of money or revenue nnder 
false pretences, ‘sinée from the very first there 
has been-no disposition whatever to devote the 
proceeds of the tax to the work for which it was 
expressly levied. It is said that the sins of the 
fathers will be visited upon their children ; yet 
we believe that such will only be the case where 
the children adliere to the sins of their fathers, 
Although it would hardly be right to charge up- 
on the present administration the sins of a pre- 
vious one, yet it is very clear that unless our 
statute books are purged of such disingenuous 
and fraudulent enactments as that under consid- 
eration the present administration must be beld 
morally responsible for them. The tax iss vex- 
atious and oppressive one at best, and.it was only 
rendered less odious than the famous “ Mule 
Tax” in the first instance because the product of 
it was to be laid out in a work so necessary and 
so desirable as the improvement of navigation. 
“We trnst that Government will consent ‘to. the 
abolition of this tax at the next session of the 
Legislature, and. expend at least.a portion of the 


“revenue derived from it in improving navigation | 


where improvement is most needed. We pointed 
out in a fecent article several improvements in 
the navigation below and above Hope which, 
while they would cost very little, would prove of 
vast importance to the trade with the interior. The 
Government will donbtless give these matters 
that attention their importance entitles them to, 


and not permit apother winter season to pass by | 
unimproved, for it is manifestly a most serivus | 


consideration that communication with the inte- 
rior is cut off for a couple of months every year, 
owing to obstructions to the navigation which a 
few thousand dollars would remove.

Resumption of Indian Hostilities in 
Minnesota. 


It. will be within the recollection of most of 
our readers that in 1862 the most fearful atroci- 
ties were committed in the new: settlements of 
Minnesota by the Sioux Indians—atrocities only 
equalled by those enacted in our Indian Em- 
pire, daring the recent revolt. It was esti- 
mated that jover one thousand persons of both 
sexes and all ages, from the huary-headed :grand- 
father down to the tender babe at its mother’s 
breast, were outraged and murdered after the 
most savage fashion, and that at least half a mil- 
lion-of dollars worth of property was destroyed. 
The Federal Government, although hard pressed 


by rebel forces, adopted more-or less energetic 


measures for the repression of these outrages, 


}and the Indians found it necessary to retreat to 


their wild fastnesses, west and north of the Mis- 
souri, Though driven from the - field, ‘however, 


the predatory tribe never altogether’ abandoned 


the line of hostility adopted towards the Federal 
cause, although the troops ander the gallant Silby 
swept over the vast western prairies in pursuit of 


| them, Scapturing and killing considerable num: 


bers. The American territory having been made 


| wo hot for them, severdl thousands of these In- 


dians took refuge on the British side of the boun- 
dary line, where they s0on became the‘terror of 
the isolated settlers. (It would appear from our 
eastern files that the frontier settlements of Min- 
nesota are again/in a ferment and that there is 
every prospect/of the, atrocities of 1862 being re- 
enacted. The American Goternmet has been 
extremely unfortunate in its dealings with the 
native tribes. The Washington Government has 
always app¢ared disposed t» deal honorably and 
fairly with/the Indians, and there is no doubt 
that the ghod intentions aud paternal policy’ of 
the Executive have frequenty been frastrated by 
the unfortunate choice of agents. When, in 
1862, a number of the ring-leaders were execated, 
one of the local journals went so far as to assert 
that if one-half of the Indian agents were strung 
np the enjig of justice woald be abont as well served. 
Now that the Washiugton Government no long- 
er has its hands full with the Southern revolt, 
it is likely to make short work of the savage de- 
predators. While the atrocities which have bro- 
ken out afresh cannot be justified, while white 
settlers most not be allowed to be killed and pil- 
laged wholesale on account of the sins and short- 
comings of Government Agents, yet it is to be 
hoped the American Government will look for 
the cause df all this trouble. There is surely 


some mode of preventing such outbursts of sav- 


age indignation.

But 
even if we bad the Court House built, with suit- 
able accommodation for the clock, we should still 
be minus a bell to strike the hours, a most jm- 
portant adjunct to the clock, and without which 
half its‘advantages would be lost. By placing 
the clock in the tower of the church we will at- 
tain a good altitude, beside having the advan- 
tages not of one bell, but of eight bells if neces- 
sary, to strike the time. All things considered 
we Opine the people will feel only too glad of 
such an opportunity, and that no objection will 
be raised to so favorable an arrangement, At 
all events if any of the ratepayers have objec- 
tions to such a disposition of the clock itis to 
be hoped they will attend the meeting this even- 
ing and state them, or else forever hold their 
peace.

Ay Execraic Frar.—Our telegraphic dispatch 
of Thursday camo direct from San Francisco, a 
distance of about 1,200 miles, without interrup- 
tion or repetition. 
recorded in the history of the magnetic telegraph 
upon the continent, the first being the transmis- 
sion of a dispatch from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, a distance of about 4,000 miles, and the 
second the transmission of a dispatch from New 
York to New Orleans, a distance of about 1,500 
miles. Itis only fair to state that the correct- 
ness of the first has been called in question. 
This result indicates the excellent condition of 
the line as well as the great strength of the bat- 
teries in use. If the savages and the elements 
would only have a little more respect for the line 
we should be able to render our telegraphic de- 
partment somewhat more interesting than, we 
regret to say, it has been of late. When the 
eastern line is frequently down for several con-
